v. Cc. herby we haue to vnderſtand, that be⸗ 
fide our outward actions which burſt out into 
opẽ ſinne, there lurketh allo inwardly in the bot- 
tome of our nature a pꝛiup fomes, à bꝛeeder of 
ſinne, an oꝛiginall infection, oꝛ( as we may call it) 
à pꝛiuy ſparcle of the Serpentes ſeede, infecting 
our nature, and dꝛawing vs from all heanenly 
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diſpoſition, to all earthly concupiſcence. 

Which lurking infection in vs, although 
it ſecine but a ſmall matter to many, and eſpe⸗ 
cially to the Papiſtes, who vſe to much to exte⸗ 
nuate it , and to make light thereof: yet wemuſt 


underſtand that in Gods ſight it appeareth a | 2 


mighty matter, paſſing all other ſinnes : who not 
onely looketh vpon our outward and manifeſt 
tranſgreſſions which we dayly committe againſt 
his lawe, but alſo conſidereth the perſon eſpecial- 
ly, and the crooked nature inwardly infected 
within vs(out of which iſſue fozth theſe outward 
tranſgreſſions ) and ſo puniſheth the ſame with 
no leſſe penalty then the outward ſinnes againſt 
the law committed. Like as if a mighty hunter 
chaſing the wilde wolfe, and happening vppon 
the wolfes denne, findeth there the yoũg nolle⸗ 
linges which as vet neuer did no rauen: yet 
becauſe ofthe ſame nature lurking in them, he 
vleth them no otherwiſe then he doth the olde:
